I will be glad to try to cooperate with the New York Historical Society in the Audubon project you are 
undertaking. 

When the discovery of Audubon's grouse was written up by Robert Peck and myself we had hoped that it 
might be included in the New York Historical Society Quarterly, but we were informed that publishing in hard 
copy form was being discontinued. As a result we selected Journal of the Early Republic instead. 

Original bank note sample sheets containing the grouse engraving are in the possession of the ERIC P. 
NEWMAN NUMISMATIC EDUCATION SOCIETY, a Missouri Not for Profit Corporation, and in a very few 
other collections so far as we know. 

There are two different undated sample sheets each containing one engraved grouse from the circa 1825 
period. The undated sheet illustrated in our article has primarily quantities of people and scenes with a 
grouse in the bottom row as well as the name of Fairman Draper Underwood & Co in two places. The other 
undated sample sheet is primarily quantities of numerals or denominational insignia (technically called 
counters) and the grouse is at the end of the second row of images from the bottom. I would suggest that 
you might wish to publish the latter sample sheet because it has never been published. I may include it in a 
numismatic magazine but you would reach an entirely different audience.

I am pleased to inform you that our curator has found two appropriate identical printed images of the first 
engraved Audubon grouse and is being sent to you on disc. Each is from a later developmental bank note trial specimen 
from a different bank. The grouse is identical on each and was originally engraved on steel by Gideon Fairman of 
Philadelphia in 1824 after Audubon's visit and from Audubon's sketch. The earliest known printing of the engraving of 
the grouse is on a bank note sample sheet which is undated and contains about 50 other engraved numerals and 
symbols and has no engraving firm or date but is definitely by the Philadelphia firm of Fairman, Draper & Underwood in 
1824-25. Audubon's original sketch has never been found and is probably lost.. 

You may choose whichever disc image is the better. 

We will give you the exact small size of the original engraving but it may already be in our article in the Journal of the 
Early Republic.We will try to furnish you with any other information you may request for insertion in your book. 

Your willingness to furnish us with a copy of your publication when it is completed is appreciated.
